Traq to hang Thai 
as ‘Israeli spy’ 
BANGKOK (AP). - An Iraqi milit- 
ary court recently sentenced a Thai 


hanging after he allegedly confessed 
to spying for Israel, a Thai Foreign 
Ministry official said yesterday. 

The worker, Thitthai 
dham, was one of six Thais who had 
been accused by Iraqi authorities of 
espionage activities. The other five 
were expelled from Iraq in June. 
They claimed on their return to 
Bangkok that the Iraqis had used 
electic shock torture to try to force 
confessions from them.

Heavy fighting erupts across Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Hundreds of 
peopte have been slain in a new 
round of fighting between Soviet and 
Afghan ‘forces and anti-Marxist 
guerrillas throughout Afghanistan, 
western diplomatic reports and the 
official Kabul Radio said yesterday. 

Reports by two western embassies 
in Kabul said at least 100 Soviet 
troops were killed last week in a 
guerrilla ambush on a Soviet outpost 
south of the Salang Pass on the main 
highway to the Soviet Union.

Soviet troops were slain on August

In the current issue of the British 
science magazine Nature, Edward 
Teller, “father” of the U.S. hyd- 
Togen bomb, says the theory remains 
highly speculative and unproven.

Their 
findings appear in The Cold and the 
Dark, published recently in London. 

According to the book, published 
by Sidgwick and Jackson. nuclear 
explosions and the resultant infernos 
known as firestorms would force vast 
amounts of soot into the upper 
atmosphere, blocking the sun and 
causing intense cold. 

Snow would fall for months, earth 
and fresh water would freeze, crops 
would fail, entire species -- maybe 
even man — would perish, but rats. 
cockroaches and other hardy pests 
would proliferate without their nor- 
mal predators. 

Nuclear winter, killing survivors 
far from the blast areas, could des-

Some Western defence analysts 
say the threat of a ouclear winter 
would make atomic war less likely.

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TWO YEARS ago there was talk of closing ΕἸ Al down, or 
selling it off at a loss. That would have been a confession of 
failure. It was decided instead to break with the past, restore 
authority to management, reduce the number of workers’ 
cammittees from eight to one, and run the national airline on 
a proper business basis. 

The annuai report just published by the company vindicates 
that decision. Losses at the operational level — including 
financing costs — averaged $25m. per annum during the five 
recent storm-torn years till 1982/83 

This last year they show for the first time a smal] profit of 
$1.6 — despite the fact that Agudat Yisrael have managed to 
shut down ΕἸ ΑἹ on Sabbaths and festivals, sacrificing in that 
way over 60 days a year of flying-time at an estimated net loss 
of revenue of $25m. -- $30m 


Total accounts are of course in deficit, because past losses , 


have to be paid for, and interest charges are heavy. If, 
however, the planes were allowed to fly round the clock 
throughout the year like all the world’s other airlines, even 
that deficit could be eliminated. 

There have been advantages — lower fuel prices, better 
planes (notably the two Boeing 767’s now in service), also a 
better business climate world-wide. On the other hand 
international competition is stiffer, income per ton-kilometre 
has dropped by 10 per cent, and for some years now El Al's 
home base is at the most eastern point of its flying network. 
This in itself is a considerable disadvantage in comparison to 
other international airlines. 

If we look back to the last year of full activity, 1981/82 (the 
subsequent year was wrecked by a four-month shutdown), 
earnings have fallen since then very slightly, by $10m. But 
expenditures were cut far more — by over $25m. and that is 
_ what counts. Output, measured in passenger-kilometres and 
freight-kilometres, has risen in the last six years; yet the 
number of staff employed has by one-third, from — in 
round numbers — 6,000 to 4,000. More work is being achieved 

by less personnel. 

Intriguingly the report calculates that all its economy drives 
together have shaved $35m. off costs. Only $20m. of this was 
manifested in the year of the report, since the staff reduction 
was gradual. If that is so, should be down by 
another $15m. this year which could, other things being equal, 
bring El Al out of the red, 

Everything depends on the maintenance of industrial 
peace.

This situation cannot go on for ever. The shareholders, that 
is, the government must take over sooner or later.

Dangers of that kind can be avoided if it is made clear that 
Εἰ ΑἹ is not any more and will never be a sacred cow. It 
took us 30 years to get over the euphoria of actually owning a 
full-sized international Jewish airline. 

It is time we came down to earth and recognized that El Al 
is a business like any other business. If it makes money it 
succeeds, if it loses money it folds. Rescue operations by the 
Treasury are a thing of.the past. THe Treasury rio longer has 
money to spare for such exploits anyway. 

If the status of Israel's aviation company is normalized and 
if it is run like an ordinary profit-and-loss enterprise as Harlev 
has managed to do, its labour relations are likely to become 
normal as well, and to Stay that way.
